city. 

A like ordinance was passed 
adopting the survey of Engineer 
Pickett relatinf to street and 
sidewalk grades, ditches, cul- 
verts, etc, and defining type of 
businesses which could be con- 
ducted in the areta, and types 
of building construction to be 
erected and materials used. All 
contractors must secure a city 
permit before work on any pro- 
ject is started. 

‘The Florida East Coast Rail- 
way submitted a contract pro- 
ject to the city, in which it pro- 
‘poses to furnish an engineer and 
engineering plans, rock and oil 
for the improvement. of its 
streets, if the city will do the 
actual construction of the roads.

Growing Into Big 
Business In Florida 


The canning and preserving 
industry in Florida is a $75 mil- 
lion business, according to the 
Florida State Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

The importance of this phase 
of food manufacturing in Flori- 
da is brought out in this week's 


business review of the State 
Chamber's research and indus- 
trial division, 

Latest official reports (1947) 
list 99 plants in Florida en- 
gaged in canning fruits and veg- 
etables and manufacturing 
Soups, preserves, jams and jel-| 
lies. These plants employed 5| 
982 persons to whom they paid. 
$11,220,000 in salaries and 
wages in 1947. The 1939 pay-. 
roll was $2,762,000. 

* "The total value of canned and 
preserved products was $74,621, 
000 in 1947, up 377 percent ov- 
er 1939. At the same time, costs 
of materials used in the manu- 
facture of canned and preserved. 
products increased 407 percent. 

A total of $5,022,000 was 
spent during 1947 for equipment 
and for new plants of this type. 

Other food products, such as 
citrus concentrates, meats, bak- 
ery items, beverages etc, are 
not included in this report. 

The manufacture of foods is 
Florida's largest single type of 
industry and stems primarily 
from the State's important fruit, 
vegetable and livestock produc-

Decrease In December

The number or unemployed
